The exterior of this chemical build- 


ing is striking; it is big, imposing in 
ts simple architectural lines, and con- 
..picuous in that it is the only stone 
tructure on the campus. 
The Interior, planned and modeled 


by Professors Wilson and Brown,- rep- 
resents skill and science. Not a lab- 
oratory, office or piece of furniture but 
what Is arranged conveniently. 


Upon entering the front door the 


first room at the right is the Qualita- 
tive Laboratory; a commodious apart- 
ment with plenty of elbow room for 
<!lxty-five students. 


Long desks extend across the labo- 
atory, large enough for twelve work- 
ers. These desks are fitted with sinks, 
mrboards, drawers, plumbed for wat- 
er and gas. Four fume hoods in which 
chemicals or mixtures that give oil 
offensive 
odors are 
placed, prevent 


these same 
fumes 
from circulating 


through the laboratory by whisking 
them up flues.

Each desk Is supplied with a genera' 


tpparatus and necessary chemicals at 
ihe first of the year, and when ocea- 
ion demands, the students apply at 
he general supply room, present their 
thecks, receive and are charged with 
vhatever material they ta'te out. Ev- 
erything is done systematically; desks 
are numbered and lettered, and profes- 
ors in charge know just what Is taken 
o the desks, who should occupy them, 
and how they are conducted. In this 
way no 
unnecessary loss of 
costly 


chemicals and apparatus can occur. 


A special laboratory, \\here water 


analysis, 
determination 
of 
feeding 


stuffs and such inatter is made, also 
special work that cannot be accom- 
plished in the general rooms, opens 


off the Quantitative Lab. 
This will 


be equipped with delicate Implements 
and especial chemicals for the par- 
ticular kind of work to be performed 
therein.
